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for Ireland, that any Road upon whieh His Majefty’s Mails are carried in or 
through any Part of any County, or County of a City, or Town in Ireland 
or any part thereof, is out of repair, it lhall and tnay be lawful for foch 
Poftmafters-General, and they ai'e hereby authorized, empowered and re- ^ 
quired, as foon after fuch Complaint as they conveniently can, to employ a 
))roper and fofficient Surveyor to furvey fuch Road or Part of any Road’ as 
aforefaid, and the fame flia’ll be furveyed accordingly by fuch Surveyor, and 
an Eftimate lhall be made by fuch Surveyor of the whole Expence oV re- 
pairing fuch Road, and of building or'repairing of all fuch Bridges' 
Gullets, Arches or Pipes, and all fuch Walls neceffary to fupport fuch Roads' 
or to jn-otefl PalTengers, as fuch Surveyor lhall deem requilite to be built or 
repaired; and every Surveyor who lhall have been fo emploj'ed by the Poft- 
mafters-General in making any fuch Survey, lhall attend a\ the Affizes to 
be holden next after the Time of making fuch Survey, in and for the 
County, County of a City or Town through which any fuch Road or any 
Part thereof lhall pafs, and lliall be examined upon Oath by the Grand 
Jury at fuch Affizes, to the truth of fuch Survey and Eftimates ; and there- 
upon it lhall and may be lawful for the laid Grand Jury, and they are hereby 
authorized, empowered and required to prefent the Sum neceffary for the 4 
Repair of filch Road according to fuch Eftimate, to be railed either off the 
County at large, or off any Barony or Half Barony therein, as they lhall 
think fit, and to appoint fuch Overfeers as they lhall think proper to 'fiiper- ‘ 
intend the Repair of fuch Road, and to account for the Sums expended on 
the fame, upon the like Affidavits, and fubject to fuch and the like Rules

point luch and fo many Perlbns poffcffed of a Freehold Eftate of not lefs than 

or of a Leafehold Eftate of not lefs 
, per Annum, who may be willing to aft in 

luch capacity without any Salary or Allowance to be Siipervifors of fuch 
Roads in the faid County, County of a City or Town, or of fuch part 
thereof as lhall be Ijiecified by luch Grand Jury, not exceeding 
miles in length, for the piirpofe of fuperintending the Repairs thereof, aiid 
of preventingall Nuifances and Injuries thereto, and from time to time to 
remove any fuch Supervifor and to appoint another in his Head ; and it lhall 
and may be lawful for every fuch Supervifor, to expend and lay out any 
S^um or Sums of Money before the Summer Affizes for luch County, 
County of a City or Town then next enfoing, not exceeding

Supervifor, in repairing, cleanfing and otherwife improving fuch Roads or 
part of them, and in removing all fuch Nuifances as may occur thereon; ^

And be it further Enafied, That it flrall -and may be lawtul for the 
Grand Jury of any County, County of a City, or County of a Town, where 
liich Supervifors fhall be nominated and .appointed as aforefaid ; and. fiich 
Grand jury fhall and they are hereby required at any Summer Affizes to 
prelent fuch Sum and Sums of Money as fliall be .neceilary to reimburfe 
and defray all Sums fo advanced and laid out by any fnch Supervifor, and 
forthe payment of any fuch Deputy or Deputies, to be levied either otfthe 
County at large, or off any Barony or Half Barony wherein fuch Road is 
lituate^ Provided always, that an Affidavit made and figned before forae 
Jullice of the Peace by fuch Supervifor fhall be laid before fuch Drand 
Jury, dating that the Work has been properly executed purfuant to his 
diredions^ togetlier with an Affidavit made and figned in like manner 
by the Deputy employed in fuch Work, Rating that the Money has been 
fairly and honeRly expended, and is a reafonable Charge to the bcR of his 
knowledge and belief, with the particulars of the Expenditure. 

And be it further Enafled, That whenever any Supervifor fljall be ap- 
pointed as aforefaid, it fhall not be lawful for any Juftice of the Peace to 
make any Order for the expending of any Money for the Repair of any 
breach in any Road, or any part of fuch Road which may be fliddenly 
damaged, to the care of which Road a Supervifor fhall be appointed under

And be it further Enafled, That whenever any Grand Jury of any 
Cmiiity, County of a City, or County of a Town in Ireland^ fliall at any
